British scientists are perfecting a 
new and less ex pensiv e metho d o f 
preparing drinking water fro m the 
•ea. 


The technique has impo rtant ap­ 
plicatio ns in the field o f nuclear 
po wer. 


Kno wn as the Tho rnto n sy stem— 
Dr. J . B. Tho rnto n, a lecturer in 
the Dept, o f Chemical Engineering 
at Kings Co llege, Newcastle, a part 
o f Durham Univ ersity , is the in­ 
v ento r—the new metho d inv o lv es a 
sy stem called the “ mist heat trans­ 
fer” which requires a mix ture o f 
equal parts o f sea water and air. 
By use o f it, the rate at which heat 
can be made to flo w fro m a fluid 
o n o ne side o f a metal wall to 
ano ther fluid o n the o ther side cfm 
be greatly increased. 


In 
the 
dev ice 
fo r 
preparing 
drinking water fro m sea water, 
the sea water is spray ed ho rizo n­ 
tally into a v ertically flo wing co l­ 
umn o f steam (fro m a bo iler heat­ 
ed by waste gas o r o il pro ducts). 
This fo rms the mist, which is 
passed up a metal tube enclo sed 
in a J acket thro ugh which Hie 
steam has passed straight fro m 
the bo iler. 
The dro plets o f sea water bo unce 
to and fro o ff the walls as they pass 
up the tube. The drinking water ev ap­ 
o rates fro m the surface o f the dro p­ 
lets as they go o n their way . 
At the to p o f the tube the remains 
o f the dro ps, which are no w highly 
co ncentrated sea water, are spun 
o ut o f the steam in a centrifuge. The 
water prepared is co ndensed fro m the 
steam as it emerges fro m the centri­ 
fuge. 
Because the dro ps bo unce freely 
in the tube, the rate o f depo sitio n 
o f salt inside the tube is lo w and de­ 
scaling is o nly needed infrequently . 


The rate of heat transfer o b­ 
tained appro aches that o f liquid 
metal. In co nsequence the appar­ 
atus can be made co mpact and its 
co st kept lo w. Ano ther benefit is 
a lo w rate o f fuel co nsumptio n 
which tends to reduce the co st o f 
the fresh water made. 
The technique can also be applied 
in ships fo r the preparatio n o f bo iler 
water and fresh water fo r o ther uses 
apart fro m drinking. 
It is also applicable fo r the co o l­ 
ing 
sy stems 
o f 
water-mo derated 
ato mic reacto rs. 
Apart fro m pro v iding highly effi­ 
cient co mpact co o ling sy stems it o f­ 
fers an additio nal benefit o f a de­ 
creased wastage o f neutro ns, the 
particles respo nsible fo r ato mic fis­ 
sio n. This fo llo ws because the co o l­ 
ant is 9 8 percent gaseo us by v o lume, 
so that fewer abso rbant ato ms are 
put in the path o f the precio us neu­ 
trals.

Its headquarters are at 
Germanto wn, Md., with ex tensio ns at Lewis 
Research Center in Clev eland, Albuquerque, 
N.M. and at the Nuclear Ro cket Dev elo pment 
Statio n at J ackass Flats, Nev . 
Nuclear ro cket wo rk was begun by the AEC 
in 19 5 5 . After eight y ears and $400 millio n, 
such a ro cket is still y ears away . 


Name o f the pro gram is Ro v er. This pro ject 
includes the Kiwi series o f flightless reacto rs 
(first panel), the Nerv a engine and RIFT (Re- 
acto r-in-Flight-Test), the Nerv a flight v ehicle. 
SNPO is also dev elo ping the SNAP reacto rs. 
Where the Kiwi reacto r heats a light gas, such 
as hy dro gen, and sho o ts it o ut the no zzle fo r 
pro pulsio n, the Snap reacto r generates elec­ 
tricity to run a small electric engine. 
SNAP-8 will be flight tested in 19 6 5 , but the 
first 100-fo o t-high RIFT with a Nerv a engine 
(seco nd panelF—co nsidered to be the first true 
nuclear space engine—may no t be launched 
until 19 6 8 o r later.

At Edwards AFB in so uthern Califo rnia is 


o ne o f NASA’s smaller installatio ns—the Flight 
Research Center. This facility is respo nsible 
fo r the famed X-15 ro cket research plane.

The su p erv ised fanning p rogram in 
the agricu ltu re cou rses at Dix on High 
School giv es stu dents a chance to 
acqu ire su ccess ex p eriences as they 
p rodu ce some ty p e of crop or liv e­ 
stock p roject. The edu cational re­ 
sp onsibility of caring for and man­ 
aging these p rojects encou rages stu ­ 
dents to learn managerial abilities 
ap p licable to farming or off-farming 
agricu ltu ral occu p ations. 


Last y ear, v o catio nal agriculture 
students at Dix o n High Scho o l pro ­ 
duced cro ps and liv esto ck v alued at

When Ex perts Keep Silent 


In America to dav . the man who masters a specialty o f majo r co n­ 
sequence. like space o r nuclear o r military science, is so metimes 
judged to be an ex pert in fields bey o nd his o wn. 


To so me decree this has perhaps alway s been so in this co untry . 
When industrialists were building America in earlier decades, they 
were listened to o n ev ery thing under the sun. 


Vet there is great danger in imagining that the man with ex ­ 
pertise in o ne realm is thereby qualified to make bro ad po litical, eco ­ 
no mic o r mo ral judgments. 


Fo r instance, the scientist who wo rks at impro v ing o ur nuclear 
weapo ns is no t by that fact necessarily fit to tell us when and ho w, as 
a natio n, to use them o r to say we sho uld no t use them at all. 


Similarly , the general who spends a great deal o f his time fatho m­ 
ing the military tactics o f co mmunist natio ns is no t by that alo ne qual­ 
ified to judge best what we sho uld do abo ut Red tactics in the po litical 
and diplo matic wo rld. 


A number o f pro minent men get into this pro blem in a new do cu­ 
ment prepared fo r the Center fo r the Study o f Demo cratic Institutio ns, 
a Fo rd Fo undatio n o ffsho t. 


Charles Frankel. pro fesso r o f philo so phy at Co lumbia univ ersity , 
say s mo ** po litical derisio ns inv o lv e weighing ev idence fro m a wide 
range o f different specialities. He adds: 


“ This means that ev en tho se who are ex perts in o ne field beco me 
lay men the mo ment they mo v e into ano ther field . . . 


“ No o ne to day ran be an ex pert in ail the fields that he sho uld 
ideally be . . . to make public decisio ns.” 


What co unts in such decisio ns, say s Frankel, is no t “ o mnico mpe­ 
tent kno wledge but so mething clo ser to wisdo m and co mmo n sense, 
and an understanding o f when and where and fo r what reaso ns to rely 
o n the adv ice o f ex perts.” 


As ano ther co ntributo r to the do cument. Arkansas' Sen. J . William 
Fulhnght, o bserv es, this kind o f judgment is especially required where 
matters o f mo rals are co ncerned. 


“ There are no ex perts in mo rals,” say s Frankel. 


A subject apart is ho w to get wise, bro ad, co mmo n sense judg­ 
ments fro m bo th the rank and file electo rate and the po ltical leader­ 
ship in a demo cracy . 


It is eno ugh here to make the o ne big po int: “ Ex pertise” do es no t 
transfer. The majo r public decisio ns inv o lv ing o ur go als, o ur mo ral 
bent, o ur pace o f effo rt, o ur prio rities in natio nal life, are no t the 
pro v ince o f the narro w specialist—ho wev er supreme he is in his cho sen 
field.
